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ABSTRACT 

A listing of over 200 films and filmstrips concerning 
the Spanish- speaking people in the United States is given in this 
publication. This list includes films and filmstrips on the 
pre-Columbian civilizations of the American continents, the Spanish 
conquest and domination, modern Latin America (excluding Brazil) , 
Spanish- speaking minorities in the United States, and the relatively 
new Third World concept of Latin America. The films are described as 
being of varying guality and varying availability. This list gives 
such information as annotations in case of un-previewed films, data 
necessary for film purchase by institutions or private groups, and 
rental prices when the purchase price is not available. Also included 
is a directory of 77 film producers and distributors. (NQ) 
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At some tine or another, teachers, librarians and persons involved in the 
dlsseaination of ethnic studies Media have probably all felt the need of 
a list of filas concerning our country's second largest Minority. Because 
of the different backgrounds of Spanish-speaking Minorities in different 
regions of the country, the few existing lists are only partial and do not 
satisfy all demands. Films on Puerto Bioans in New York City do not parti- 
cularly interest the UFVOC boycott coanittee in Portland, Oregon, and filas 
about Cesar Chaves do not relate specifically enough to the urban youth of 
the East Los Angeles barrio to assist educators in that city to understand 
their special needs. And a film on "Juan, Boy of Mexico," or "Mario-Living- 
High-in-the-Andes" does not satisfy the denand for a coaprehenaive fila on 
the Spanish-speaking (from any country) living in the United States today. 

This is not to say that they are entirely unrelated. The destiny of this 
country has been closely interwoven with the destinies of the other nations 
and peoples of this hemisphere ever sinoe the discovery of the New World. 
Although we nay have glossed over this fact in recent history, we are today 
confronted with it as the Spanish-speaking among us becoae increasingly aore 
vociferous in defense of their right to their own heritage. Our society 
is beginning to adait grudgingly that the aeltlng pot theory is full of holes. 

Because the story of the Spanish-speaking in this country has such long roots, 
thie list has grown. ..and grown*. ..and grown. Originally Intended to include 
only so-called "Chicano filas," it now enconpaases filas and filmstrips oa 
the great pre-Columbian civilizations of tho Aaorlcan continents, the 
Spanish eonquast end domination, modern Latin Aaarica (excluding Brasil), 
Spanish-speaking minorities in the United States, and the relatively maw 
Third World concept of Latin America. 

Even so, this is not a eoaplata or coaprebenaive list. It eon talas filas 
of varying quality and varying availability, and the annotations, in tho 
ease of un-previewed filas, have been ecaveaged from ell, possible sources 
(we sake no claims to exclusive authorship. )• Vo have attempted to furnish 
all data necessary for film purchase by Institutions or {private groups. 

Rental prices are only given when purchase price ia net unreliable, but 
aoat of these filas can be rented (rental price is usually directly pro- 
portionate to the purchase price). Our intention ie to centralise inform- 
ation, and the infornation seems endless, aaeh discovery leading to another. 
Before the list becomes a life-long obsession, we have decided to put it 
together as it is, and make what information it contains available. Tou 
are invited to continue the search for such natarlals, and we hops you will 
let us know of your findings, for future eonpilatiens.
